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AuBURN, N. Y., May 22.—Secretary Set ard
delivered s lengthy specch on national alfairs at
Corning Hall thig evening, before a crowded
audience. Mr, Seward sald:—

My [Good Friends:—Your kind imwrlunitf
will not svail me as 4n cxcose lor speaking if
T ought to keop stlenceo. Perhaps, however, tho
solicitude which pervades the country may
justity us all i conversing upon politieal ques-
tions in a canuid and patriotic spirit,. We were
togethor here In October last. The natioual
condition has undergone some material changes
gince that time. We were then on the verge of
a series of elections throughont the States, The
leaders, who so pertinaciously claim to be Demo
oratic, organized with their customary machi-
pery. They had wisely ceased to denounge as a
feilure the war for the Union, wlhich had ar last
become n gloripus success, They thought to
undermine the disunotive party of the Union b
aficcting n new-born adwiration for its chiof,
Ani rew Johuson, Thes seemed anxious to prove
their devotion superior to ours l:{ committing
themselves to support him as a candidate lor the
Presidency in 1868, They inseribed our recou-
ollintion mottoes uimn their newly wrouglit bauo-
ners: snd, reorgan zl::!g their siruggliog lines as
well as thoy so hastidy could, they vehemently
charged onward for a partisan, not a pairiotic
victory. What led the Domoeratio lesders to
make this change wis the striking, | may eall It
the marvellons, phrnomenon which was fnst
then exhibited lo the scene of tne recent Ite-
bellion,

The whole disloysl community in that blighted
and desolfted region, nccepting the conditions
ol partial amnesty and the invitations to return-
ing alleginnce whioh were proclanumed by the
Administration, sll al once renounced the prin-
ciples, practiors, and policy of secession and
disunion, and tendered us 4 new covenant of
loyalty, sealed with their omths, aod brought
forwnrd with alaerity the remains of their long-
chenshed ingtitution of slavery, and cheerfuliy
threw it to be burned upon the constitutional
altar which tuey had go newly restored. These
unexpeoted changes in the atiitude ot political
adversaries, once se obstinate, naturally enough
excited suspicions, jealousies, and apprehen-
sions among loyal and tried Union men, It was
the old cause ol William ot Umnﬁo, who having,
in civil war, put down the Tories, afterwards
found it nccwar{to cede to repenting Jaco-
bites and Papists the right of citizenship, 1t is
the case which has ever occurred, and which
must forever more oceur, at the end of a4 suo-
comslul resistance to 1ebellion. How could De-
mociats and Rebels be converted to the support
of a triumphant Unlon Administration?

Tuis was the question everywhere put by the
zealous leaders of the Union party. It was at
that moment I auswered that question by ask.
ing others, viz.:—How could Democrats and
Rebels avoid being converted? Is it not their
conversion that you contended for, and that yon
now desire? 1 expressed the opinion thatthe
condition of pence with its new responsibilities
must thenceldrin be in wood falith accepted, 1
adyised prompt and eomplete reconciliation
with the restoration at once of the constitutional
symmetry of the Unlon,

Rejecting the ungenerous suspicion that the
Rebels and their Democratic sbattors were only
changing their polideal strategy with traitorous
purposes, 1 argoed that with few and marked
exceptions they were now to be received apd
accepted us lellow-citizens and bretoren, [
urged that this would be sately done, ifonly the
tried friends of the Admivistration, remaining
united and harmonious, aud thus retutning their
justiyjacquired prestige, should themselyves
prompily and magnaniuously seeurc to thoe
nation the enjoyment of ardently desired peace
aud mdwspenssbly required prosperity,

For a time the fiends of the Union aeted
upon ihat policy. The elections everywhers
resulled in the deleat and overthrow of the
Democratic organization, and placed the Ade
ministration or Andrew Johnson beyound the
resch of danger at home or abroad,

The work of reconstruction has oulrun ex-

ciation. Indeed, it bhoas never had a paraliel
n homan affulrs. With internal commotions
and disturbances less gerious than those which
sometimes attend popular elections in 4 free
country in & tine of rl‘o:mmll peuce, the here-
tolore disloyul peoaple of the Soothern States
successively, nay, slmost flmultsncously, as-
sewbled and adopted new constitutions, in con-
formity with the Constitution of the United
Stutes, They vpturned rebellion, with all its
fur-spreacing roots apd all its polsonous fruits,
and they accepled nud ratified the then pending
Coneressional nmendmont to the Consvtution of
the United States, which abolished slavery
thenceforth aod lorever,

Tne people of these Bintes have at the same
time chosen for themselves, by tree and unecon-
trolled sutlrage, Governors, Legislatures, judi-
claries aud municipal authorities. Bet veen the
Federal Government und these restored and re-
organized Siate governments chere exists nowv a
more complete and practical barmony than has
ever before prevalled between the Erninu and
40 many ol It& wembers since it was first
estublished. Within the.same time the Execy
tive Department of the United States has as-
sumed 1t luucllﬂrm amonir the peop'e of these
former disloyn®®¥ates, §The Btate Depnrtment
spenks for them with thelr fre¢ conseny to

rivcipalities and powers, The Treasury col.
r('.:-t.a the natlopal imports and texes thepe, The
WarDepartment distributes its forces wheneyvor
and wherever it seems necessary and expe-
dient to guarantee pesce belween the lavele
rate but isst-expiring factions.§

The navy of the United States rides froely in
all their reopened ports and harhors, The Post
Oilice circulates, through every vein and artery
there, the knowledge which Is \he revivifying
bloon of & vuited republic. The Iuterior De-

wriment pays punsions, protects Indians, sells
ands, und delrnye the expenses of judicial ad-
mwinistratior, The Attorney-Genern! prosoribes
truitors and other disturbers of the pesce there
betore the Federal courts,  All this has been
done with the active concurience of the people
ol those S(ates, absolutely Iree fron military con-
trol, while the army of the United States, in-

As then constructed it was a Union of thirteen,
since mul:l]lrliod to thirty-six, free, equal, selt-
acting, and, in regard to internal adairs, selt
governing States, We do not reconsiruct that
which has not been destroyed.
nl:eied.l been an altempt at destruction, but 1: haa
failed,

The political system of 1787, eonstructed by

our lorefathers, stands now firm, conipact, com-
ilete, and  perfeet, just as it came from the
{miltlrm‘ bands, It was oconstructed not for
elghty years only, nor yet for n tume ol peace
only, nor yet trr a period of civil war only, but
for ull ages and for all time. Others say what
the counlry needs is the restoration of the au-
tonomy of the nation. I think it needs no such
thing, We have passed that point. The South-
ern States during four years were deranged and
disorgunized tel]uall_v in their con<titutional re-
lations to the Union,

They have, however, sinee that time, orga-
nized ; their oreanic powers and jupctions ha e
been yenewed, aud they have resumed their
Consvitotional relacdons of allegiance to the
Unlon., What then does the natlon npeed? It
needs just what I have dwelt upon so much
and so earnestly in these remarks. It needs
reconcilintion, and, just now, needs nothine
iore. It needs, moreover, & very little of this,
It necds a recoreilintion between the Senalors
of the United States who are now acting, and
those Senators who, beinz ioyal and qualitied
tor membersnip ol the Senate, lave been already,
or may herealter be, elected by the people of
the ¢everal Stater which were lately lovolved
in the Rebellion. )

It nevds & reconcillstion of the same kind
betw een the members of the House of Repre-
seniatives who are now aeting and the loyal
mewmbers already elected or to bovleoted by the
people in the same before mentioned States, It
peeds just this Congressional reconcitiation, and
nothing more. Of course, | rocognize the fact
thut the separation which exists between the
acting SBenators and acting Representatives and
those loyal Senators and Represoptatives who
are a'reaay, or may bereatter be, elected in the
Southern Slates, 1s uaderstood to indioate & cor-
responding alienation between the constituents
of these parties irrespectively; but 1his does not
efiect the view I have taken of the cuse, It
only shows ihat what Is wanted 1s reconocilin-
tion between the slienated constituents as well us
between sepurated Representatives, Lot the re-
conciliatioh be made first either in Congress or
